THE BURIAL TOMORROW.

Renben A, Blair, whose critical 
illness was chronicled in Friday’s 
D b iioci^ t^ died at his home, 331 
Bast Second street, at 2 130 Satur­ 
day afternoon, after having been 
Tirtnally unconscious since Thurs­ 
day morning , hence the final sum­ 
mons was not unexpected. 
Mr. Blair 
suffered first from 
neuritis, which finally developed 
into Addison’s disease, and ever 
since the demise of his devoted 
wife, whom he idolized, two years 
ag o, he had been on the decline. 
H e would be better for a time, and 
able to attend to business, only to 
suffer a relapse, which would con­ 
fine him to his home for weeks. 
A few days ag o he retired from 
business, he and his brother, E. R. 
Blair, turning the stock of clothing 
Ov er to another brother, B. G. 
Blair, owing to the fact that “ A l,” 
as h e was familiarly called, realized 
that his days were numbered. 
Only last Wednesday he was out 
driving , and was met by a repre­ 
sentative 
of 
the 
D e m o crat 
. 
Asked how he was feeling , he 
answered that he was “ better,” 
and he looked it, too. 
That nig ht, however, he was 
ag ain taken down, and from that 
time forward 
his 
decline was 
rapid, until the end came at the 
hour stated. 


In the death of Mr, Biair Sedalia 
loses not only one of her pioneer 
merchants, but also one sf her very 
best citizens, in the broadest sense 
of the term. 
W hile he was not a 
member of any church, no more 
honorable, hig h-minded g entleman 
ever dwelt m the community, anc 
hosts of friends expressed deepes 
reg ret on being apprised during 
the afternoon and evening of his 
demise. 
In politics 
he was 
democrat, and the party had no 
more faithful member. 
No one ever appealed to “ Al” 
Blair in distress and w a s' turnec 
away empty-handed. The families 
that he has assisted in the many 
years of his residence in Sedalia 
would be difficult to enumerate, 
but they will miss his kindly smile, 
his words of encourag ement and 
his financial aid in their hours of 
darkness. 
Quiet and unassuming at all 
times, people had to know “ A l” 
Blair to appreciate him at his true 
worth, but once acquainted with 
him as he really was, 365 days of 
every year, no finer type of true 
manhood could be found in any 
community, and truthfully can it 
be said a g ood man has g one to his 
reward. 


Reuben A . Blair was a native of 
Coolville, Ohio, he being the fourth 
of nine sons born to Reuben B. 
Blair, a native of Vermont, and 
Mary B. Blair, formerly Miller, a 
native of Ohio. The lad was reared 
on a farm, but was g iven a common 
school education, after which heat- 
tended the Athens, Ohio, univer­ 
sity. 
In 18 61 he went to Louisiana as 
a sutler in the federal army. D e­ 
partment of the Gulf, and was 
joined the following J anuary by 
his brother, E. R . Blair, who is 
now cashier of the Sedalia N a ­ 
tional bank, i The brothers con­ 
tinued as sutlers until the close of 
the war, and in 18 66 E. R . Blair 
came to Sedalia and eng ag ed in the 
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clothing business, with J ohn W . 
Burress as his partner. 
In the fall of 18 67 R . A . Blair 
followed his 
brother, and pur­ 
chased the interest of Mr. Burress, 
after which, for one-third of a cen­ 
tury, the firm name, “ Blair Bros.,” 
wag one of the best known in Cen­ 
tral Missouri, and not a sing le one 
stood hig her in commercial circles 
or with its patrons. 
Mr. Blair was married in 18 67 
at Portland, Ohio, to Miss Susan 
A . Middleswart, of that place, and 
came at once to Sedalia with his 
bride, they making friends of all 
with whom they came in contact. 
Two children were born of the 
union. Miss J essie, who survives 
her father, and Mabyn, who died 
in infancy. 
The death of Mrs. 
Blair two 
years ag o was a severe blow to the 
loving husband, and those best ac­ 
quainted with him say he never 
fully recovered from the shock. 
Mr. Blair was not a member of 
any fraternal society. 
He was a 
home man-, and when not at his 
place of business could always be 
found with his family. 
No man, however, loved his 
friends better than “ A l” Blair, 
and in times g one by they would 
cong reg ate at his store day after 
day and nig ht after nig ht to dis­ 
cuss matters of mutual interest. 
There were few better read men 
in Sedalia than Mr. Blair. 
He 
perused all classes of literature,and 
could converse most entertaining ly 
on any subject that m^’g ht be in­ 
troduced. 
Geolog y was his one g reat hob­ 
by, and those competent to judg e 
say that few men were better 
posted in the premises than he. 
Prof. Broadhead, of Columbia, was 
a warm personal friend of Mr. 
Blair, and other noted g eolog ists 
soug ht his advice in matters per­ 
taining to the science, 
Mr. Blair 
served most acceptably two terms 
as a member of the state board of 
g eolog y, and he was never happier 
than when searching the woods or 
along the streams of Missouri in the 
interest of his loved profession, for 
such it was with him. 
N ot only does Sedalia sorrow 
over the death of one of her best 
loved citizens, but the entire peo­ 
ple of Pettis county have lost a 
true friend whose place cannot be 
filled, and to the g rief stricken 
relatives the sympathy of the com­ 
munity will be extended.

MEETS HERE THIS WEEK 


A Two Days’ Session ot the Missouri 
Library Association. 


On Thursday and Friday of this 
week the Missouri Library associa­ 
tion will meet in Sedalia. 
A ll the 
sessions will be held in the Art 
room of the Library building , and 
w ill be open, so that any one who 
is interested may attend. 
It is expected that between thirty 
and forty trustees, librarians and 
assistants 
will 
come 
from 
St. 
Louis, Kansas City, St. J oseph, 
Columbia, Warrensburg and other 
places in the state. 
The address on Friday evening 
well be g ivqn by Mr. F. M. Crun- 
den, librarian of the S t, Lou|%P,qb- 
lic 
library, who 
delivered 
the 
address at the time of the dedica­ 
tion of the Sedalia Public library 
last summer. 
This address will doubtless be of 
g eneral interest and will be well 
worth hearing . 
A farther announcement of the 
full prog ramme for the two days 
will be made early in the week. 


Ex-Gov. St. J ohn, born a whig 
and reared a republican, made a 
splendid democratic speech at the 
court house last n ig h t. and was 
listened to most attentively by a 
g ood audience, in spite of the fact 
that it was Saturday nig ht. 
Hon. J ohn Cashman presided 
and briefly and appropriately intro­ 
duced the speaker. 
Gov. St. J ohn commenced his 
address by saying that it had been 
ten years since he addressed the 
people of Sedalia, and at that time 
he had no idea that he would be 
here making a democratic speech. 
A life long whig and republican, 
he had seen the error of bis way 
and recog nized the correctness of 
democratic doctrine. 
Ig norance and prejudice, he said, 
are hard to overcome, but he had 
triumphed over both. 
He first beg an to see the lig ht 
when Tiiden was counted out of 
the presidency, and the more he 
investig ated public questions the 
more firmly he became convinced 
that republican policies are wrong . 
He paid a splendid tribute to 
Missouri 
democracy, 
effectually 
disposed of the republican charg e 
of a “ looted school fund,” and 
showed that taxes in Missouri are 
less than half what they are in re­ 
publican Kansas, only half what 
they are in republican Iowa and 40 
per cent, less than 111 republican 
Illinois. 
He produced tax receipts 
showing that in his old home, 
Olathe, Kansas, taxes run as hig h 
as 16.50 on the $100 valuation. 
Missouri’s 
election 
laws 
he 
claimed to he as fair and liberal as 
those of any state in the union, and 
much more so than in republican 
Kansas. 
His conversion on the tariff ques­ 
tion dated from the time when in 
N ew Eng land he saw that the 
product of the cotton mills was 
protected while there was free 
trade in labor, and impoited cheap 
foreig n labor—imported free 
of 
duty— had driven native labor away 
from the mills. 
The tariff, he said, built up the 
trusts by protecting the g oods the 
trusts produce, and he contended 
that to remove the tariff is to strike 
a blow at the trusts. 
The republican party, he de­ 
clared, had 
become 
the 
friend 
of 
wealth 
and 
the 
oppressor 
of 
labor, 
and 
he 
called 
attention to the fact that during 
last year’s unprecedented drouth 
the republicans offered no relief to 
the people, but a few days ag o, 
when W all street was threatened 
with a panic, a republican secre­ 
tary of the treasury furnished I30,- 
000,OCX) for its relief; $30,000,000 
to protect Wall streer, but not a 
dollar for 150,cx30 anthracite miners 
who are facing winter with empty 
purses. 
He predicted that the g reat strike 
is not settled; that it is merely a 
postponement until after the elec­ 
tion, and until public opinion is 
quieted, when the same conditions 
will ag ain prevail. 
The republican party, he said, 
claims to have destroyed slavery in 
this country, but now flies the 
Stars and Stripes over both slavery 
and polyg amy 8 ,000 miles from 
home, pretending that “ the con­ 
stitution does not follow the fla g ,” 
but democracy proclaims that the 
constitution follows the flag wher­ 
ever it floats and carries liberty 
and freedom to all people under its 
folds.

appointed. 
Friday’s 
Joplin Globe had the following in 
regard to the m eeting: 
, Mr. A l t Cox, owner of the Jop­ 
lin franchise in the Missouri Valley 
league, withdrew from the organ­ 
ization last night, 
Mr. C o x ’s ac­ 
tion was 
prompted 
by a ruling 
adopted by that body in the matter 
of division of gate receipts, which 
seemed unjust 
to Joplin 
in 
the 
opinion of Mr, Cox, and as soon 
as the motion carried committing 
the league to the policy Mr. Cox 
left 
the 
mee ing, 
with 
the an­ 
nouncement that Joplin would not 
be in the Missouri Val.’ey circuit 
next season. 
The plan to which Mr. Cox took 
exception provides that the receipls 
shall be divided on the foliowiog 
basis; 
Forty-five per cent to the 
home team, 45 per cent to the visit­ 
ing club and 10 per cent to the 
league 
sinking 
fund. 
A ll the 
smaller cities were in favor, of this 
measure and Springfield, which is 
likely to be obliged to give up 
more than other city visitors, also 
voted for it, 
Mr. Cox, however, 
declined positively to continue in 
the league under that arrangement. 
The Joplin franchise now be­ 
comes forfeited. 
A s to whether 
other Joplin parties will purchase 
and operate a team on this basis of 
dividing receipts is not known, but 
it was whispered last night that 
there were several men after the 
Joplin franchise and that this city 
would surely be in the league. The 
fact remains, however, that Mr. 
C ox absolutely controls the local 
baseball situation, as he owns the 
only available grounds, and it must 
be conceded that baseball in Jopim 
has not proved 
such a winning 
venture as to warrant the invest­ 
ment of any large sum of money 
in a plant. 
Mr. Cox, when seen by the Globe 
after the meeting, stated that he 
was not in the baseball business 
primarily for the purpose of en­ 
riching the rest of the league. 
He 
said that the past season had been 
costly for h im ; that he. had lost a 
considerable sum of money anc 
would remain in the business in the 
hope of retrieving last year’s losses 
He thought with a good team there 
was a chance of doing a profitable
